OSAP Changes 
Benefit Students 


Significant changes in the 
Ontario Student Assistance 
Program (OSAP) for the 
1993-94 academic year 
mean significant benefits 
for needy Redeemer College 
students. 


In an overall money-saving move, the 
Ontario government revamped the 
entire assistance program, eliminating 
grants and changing the way loans are 
assessed. 

The changes are of greatest benefit to 
those students who qualify for OSAP 
at approved private post-secondary 
institutions in Canada, such as 


Redeemer College. 


“Under the new system the average 
Redeemer student will receive more 
OSAP assistance than before,” says 
Redeemer’s financial aid officer, Jim 
Van Geest. “Benefits will be higher 
because of the increased total maxi- 
mum and the use of the more gener- 
ous loan assessment formula for the 


| actual cost of tuition.” 


Students can be assessed fora 
weekly loan maximum of $275 which 
adds up to $9,350 for Redeemer's 34- 
week school year. Any loan amount 
over $5,570 per year, on average, may 
be forgiven. 

“That means at the end of their 
education, students may only have to 
pay back $5,570 per year even if they 
borrowed substantially more,” ex- 
plains Van Geest. 

In previous years a student could 
only borrow up to $5,570 for a 34- 
week school year. This amount could 
be supplemented by a grant set at an 
arbitrary maximum of $1,550 at 
private institutions and $2,550 at 
public institutions per term for de- 
pendent students. =

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Dr. Al Wolters and the Dead Sea Scrolls

Although the Bible is readily available 
in Canada, scrolls dating back to Old 
Testament times are accessible to only 
a few scholars. Dr. Al Wolters, profes- 
sor of religion and theology / classical 
languages at Redeemer College is one 
of those scholars. 

During the summer of 1991 he 
travelled to Amman, Jordan to exam- 
ine the Copper Scroll, one of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls. 

Dr. Wolters, who has been teaching 
at Redeemer College since 1984, works 
extensively with ancient Hebrew. It 
was while preparing a new edition of 
an English translation of the Copper 
Scroll for a British publisher that he 
gained access to the scroll in Amman. 

Before going to Amman, he worked 
with virtually illegible photographs of 
the scroll, and then with a hand-drawn 
facsimile. 

“The Copper Scroll gives me a

chance to dig into an interesting phase 
of the history of the Hebrew lan- 
guage,” says Dr. Wolters. He adds that 
the Copper Scroll has an inherent 
interest, because it consists of a list of 
buried treasures, including silver, 
gold, priestly vestments, and temple 
vessels, that can be found in 64 places 
mainly in and around Jerusalem. 
Unlike the other Dead Sea Scrolls 
which are written on parchment or 
papyrus, the Copper Scroll is punched 
onto three copper sheets that have 
been rivetted together “to form a kind 
of facsimile of a scroll,” explains Dr. 
Wolters. 

In addition to giving conference 
papers on the Copper Scroll, Dr. 
Wolters appeared on the CBC Radio 
program “Ideas” and also lectured on 
the scroll while in Jordan. 

It is estimated there are about 800 
documents making up the Dead Sea

Scrolls. Over the years they have 
partially disintegrated so that there are 
now tens of thousands of fragments. 

The Dead Sea Scrolls were discov- 
ered in the late 1940's by an Arab 
goatherd. He heard something crack 
when he threw a stone into a cave in 
the cliff above the western shore of the 
Dead Sea. Inside the cave he discov- 
ered an earthenware jar containing 
what we now know as the Dead Sea 
scrolls. 

Although the Revised Standard and 
New International Versions of the 
Bible make use of the copies of parts of 
Scripture found among the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, including one scroll consisting 
of the book of Isaiah, “many are 
nonbiblical in nature,” says Dr. Wol- 
ters. The nonbiblical scrolls consist of 
passages from apocryphal works 
while others relate to the regulations 
of a sect which many scholars believe 
was based at Qumran, near the Dead 
Sea. 

Although Dr. Wolters has found his 
study of the Copper Scroll to be 
rewarding, his main interest is in 
Biblical studies. In the next few years, 
he plans to write a commentary on the 
book of Zechariah. =>
